It Bounds rallier strangely to J3ritidh 
ears, but it is uouo tho less true, tlmt 
slaverj exists in tlic British colony of 
Hongkong. The Cliineso residonts in 
thftfc.Bri.tiah colony .purchase young 
girls for a lump sum, just as regularly 
as ladies in tliia country hire general 
servants. They pay them no wages, 
and though the servitude ia admitted, 
as a rule, to bo a mild one, tho unfor- 
tunate fiirls are liablu at any moiuent 
to bvi sold again to the highest bidder. 
Tho quLMtion "ow raised is whether 
slavery bhall oe iicriuittod within her 
•Majesty's iloiiiinions. It has often 
been deolarod by orators that no indi 
vidual was thu.s hold iii Ijoiulago, but 
tho Chief Ju.sticc of Hongkong de- 
clares that there e.xists within the nar- 
row limits of the colony no fewer than 
ten thousand slaves. The apologists 
for this system raised their case on a 
Royal proclamation issued wlum the 
colony was established in ISll, by 
which the free exerciao of their religi- 
ous rites, ceremonies, and social cus- 
toms was permitted to tho Chinese. 
The nurc'hase of servants is held to bo 
a custom brought into llougkong with 
its earliest settlers. The reply nmde to 
this contention is tlmt in 18 tl there 
could Jiave been no such custom, as its 
only inhabitants were a few lishermen, 
and between that year and 1844, when 
the anti-slavery ordinance was jxissed, 
it could not have arL-^cn. The Chief 
Justice of tho colony has already taken 
fiteps to ci-iisli out till system by inliicl- 
ing e.xemplary punishment on persons 
convicted of kidnapping girls with in- 
tent to sell thorn. An authoritative 
decision may soon be expected from 
the Colonial Secretarj', which can scarce- 
ly fail to reootnincnd that prompt 
measures be taken to wijje this blotch 
fron). Uritain's escutcheon. 

TNT BRIO R LIVE STOCK. 



The account of the condition of live 
stock in the interior, which we give in 
another column, is furnished by a 
gentleman who has just passed through 
that section. It is no exaggeration to 
say that live stock representing a 
money value of SGOO.OOO stands in e.v- 
trerao peril. The deep snow which 
fell in January, supplemented by more 
recent falls, remains on the ground. 
The days and nights are frosty, and 
since the XOth of December there has 
been no thaw. Everything ia corked 
as tightly as a bottle, and from present 
indications no one will renturo to pre- 
dict that a change is near. A season 
of two months and a-half of severe frost 
has not been paralleled in this 
Province; and stockn)en, generally, 
wero quite unprepared for an emerg- 
ency so great During March the loss 
will be heaviest; the animals will have 
then become so reduced by long priva- 
tion as to bo unablo to bear up 
and will sink and die. We can see no 
silver lining to the dark cloud, and 
should be glad indeed if wo could state 
that sixty per cent, of tho cattle now 
endangered will be preserved.

LoSDON", Feb. 3. — An experimental 
test of the cause of the explosion of the 
3ti-ton turret gun on board of th^ iron- 
clad Thunderer, by which several men 

was killed, was made to-day. The theorv 
was the disaster resulted from a double 
loading of the gun through carelessness. 
The sister gun was bi-ought homo and 
to-day loaded and tired with a double 
cha:ge of 80 and 110 pounds of pow- 
der, one 600-pound common shell and 
one 700 pound Palliscr projectile. The 
gun bn \sL as its f( llow Jid on board the 
Tiiundcrer, ll- .is justifying the opinion 
of tho conunittcc of investigation as to 
the cause that disaster. Tho muzzle 
of the gun and projectiles were buried 
in the sand at tho proof butts. The re- 
mainder of the gun, with the exception 
of its base, was blown to atoms. 

Immense preparations are being made 
for the hall which was to take place at 
tho Elysec Palace on Feb. 1st. It 
will be on a grander scale than ever 
before, and the circles of fashion are 
agitated in anticipation of the glories of 
tho.event. A new and elegant conser- 
vatory has been added to the salons. 
Mme. Grevy, wife of tho President, 
who has been seriously indisposed, 
is much better to-day, and the fears of 
the distinguished lady'afriendsare there- 
by allayed, 

A dairyman and his wife, named 
Faye, living at Le Vesinet, a village 
between Paris and St. Germain, have 
had a nan-ow escape of being tho vic- 
tims of a singular miscarriage of justice. 
Faye and hia wife were veiy unpopu- 
lar with their neighbors, who accused 
them of maltreating their children. A 
hunchbacked youth, named Lefcbvre, 
who had come to Le Vesinet to look 
for work, was engaged by Faj-e, and 
remained with him for six months, dis- 
appearing very suddenly. Faye declar- 
ed that he had no idea what had be- 
come of tho youth; but as rumour had 
it that he, too, had been ill-treated, his 
disappearance gave rise to suspicion of 
foul play. There was no evidence 
against Faye or his wife at iirst, but a 
neighbor, Queuzy, who was con- 
vinced of their guilt, displayed great 
ardor in what tho London police calls 
"getting up a case;'' and it appeared 
that his etibrta had been crowned with 
success, when Faye's son, a child only 
7 year.? of age, came forward with a 
ciroumstautial account of liow ho had 
seen hi.s father and mother mui-der the 
hunchback and carry off his body to 
the river. Father and mother alike 
denied the stoty, but (hey were com- 
mitted for trial and would doubtless 
have been convicted, if, a few da^'s bo- 
fore the assizes began, the hunchback 
had not reappeared upon th« ?cene. 



He had, it appears, taken his departure 
for his nativu place, hearing that a re- 
lative had left him a small .sum of 
money; and ho declared that ho had 
never been ill-treated by his former 
master and mistress. The accounts 
give no satisfactory explonation of how 
the boy was induced to make up the 
story which so nearly brsught his par- 
ents to the guillotine. 

A Paris despatch says there was 
quite a sensation to day in the Rue 
Bellochasse, where Marshal MacMahon 
ex-President of the Republic, has his 
magnificent hotel. Immense yellow 
posters covered the walls of the grand 
mansion of the veteran warrior an- 
nouncing the sale of half of the exten- 
sive property at a reserve price of 
320,000 francs. Tho beautiful grounds 
surrounding tho hotel were thronged 
with curious eight-seers, and the sa- 
loons, halls, and galleries, all rich with 
paintings, statuary, and furniture of 
every age, from tho days of Henri 
Quatro down to the present time, and 
other evidences of liberal taste, had a 
crowd of eager visitors. The house ia 
the ancient hotel of the Duke De Cas- 
tries, Minister of War under Louis 
XVI. It was s.acked by tho infuriat- 
ed mob of 1769, the Minister having 
been accused of bringing the King's 
troops to Paris to massacre the people 
Madame MacMahon has the title of 
Duchess of Castriea 

The visit of tho Crown Prince of 
Germany to Pegli in Italy, continues 
to furnish abundant food for gossip and 
speculation. Rflorma, the organ of 
Signer Crespi, asserts that the extreme- 
ly amicable relations existing between 
France and Italy since Freycinet came 
into power give Bismarck a great deal 
of uneasiness, and the visit of the heir 
of tiie German Throne is signiiicant. 
The Gazette de V AUemagne du Xord, 
on the contrary, says that tho Crown 
Prince has merely gone to Pegli to pay 
a visit to his wife. 

In Dundee tlie other day a laJy wa.s 
takf>r out in a yacht antl mesmerized. 
Sim pointed nut the place where a body 
wa. lying deeply imbedded in the sand, 
and hen grapnels were used the col- 
lar in overcoat was brought up. 
The cl.iirvoyant afterwards declared 
that twenty bodies lay underneatli tho 
girder J. 

One fruithful source for sensation 
mongers in Paris is the report of the 
increased ofTective military stron|-ih of 
the rival powers with whom France is 
at some time or other likely to be em- 
broiled. The changes are rung, how- 
ever, on this subject until it has be- 
come monotonous, and the cry of 
"Wolf" will soon cease to disturb tho 
eijuanimity of the public. The la.st of 
these rumours is that Russia is about 
to put up tho strength of her army to 
a formidable extent, both on apieceand 
war footing making additions to it of 
150,000 men. This report is entirely 
discredited in Government circles, and 
is regarded as a canard merely design- 
ed to agitate the iiublicmind and throw 
fresh obstacles in the path of tho Min- 
istry. La France published last even- 
ing a comparative statement showing 
the respective strenglh of the French 
and German navies, whioh is calculated 
to leave the impression that we may 
regard with calmness the eventualities 
of the future. On sea the naval jjower 
of the Frftnch still asserts its supremacy 
over tho rival Teuton ; still, it is better 
not to rely too much on this assertion, 
in view of the progress that is being 
constantly made in all the navies of the 
great powers. 

Except that the Bishop of Manchest- 
er was married by special license, with 
the Dean of Westniinster to perform 
tho ceremony, the wedding was most 
simple and quiet. On the day before 
it took place the Bishop sent £250 
to the Secretary of the 2»Iancliester and 
Salford District Provident Society for 
distribution among the deserving poor, 
and £50 to the Secretary of the local 
Young Men's Christian Association 
for Rifts to persons who had seen bet- 
ter days, in recognition of the kindly 
interest taken by the community in his 
marriage. 

Lord Chelmsford, it is reported, as- 
serts his claims to be sent out to India 
as Commander-in-chief in phico of Sir 
Francis Haines. He has already re- 
fused a district command. 

Mr. Sims Reeves has been oflered 
£10,000 for a series of (positively) fare- 
well concerts to be given in various 
parts of England. As Mr. Sims Reeve 
is in excellent voice just now it is not 
thought he will accept tho offer.

There v-'as a warlike sound in the 
voice of the Rev, Dr. Talmagc, yester- 
day, when ho walked close to tlie edge 
of the Tabernacle platform and repeat 
ed this text: "Ye know not what man 
ner of .spirit ye are of." Luke ix, ftS. 
"Christ said this to Peter and James, be- 
cause they were mad," said the preach- 
er looking fiercely over tho heads of 
his hearers. "They wanted the Sam- 
aritar.s burned up, because they (Peter 
and James) differed from the Samari- 
tans Oil religious matters; hut Christ 
said th;it in this way tlioy were not 
serving him." 

The Rev. Dr. Talmage took three 
backward strides, and said in a signiti- 
cnnt tone: "In tho middle ag^-s a 
favorite instrument of torture wi..s the 
thumbscrew. It belonged to the fine 
art of prosecution. It was called a 
'nosegay.' It was carried in a pocket, 
and sometimes it changed a man's j 
opinion. When it was ad justed to your 
thumb, at the tirst turn of the .^crew i 
you said, 'I may be wrong after all;' ! 
at tho second turn of tho screw, 'i\Iv I 
adversary may be right;' and, at the 
third twist, 'Stop! you are right 1' Some 
think that the thumbscrew belongs to 
the age of Charlemango; but it exists 
in the Homan Catholic, the Methodist, 
Baptist, Congregationaliat and Presby- 



tjrian Chiu'ches or to-day. In th« 

Methodist Church you must conform to 
tho iMcthodist belief and discipline or 
else have the thumbscrew applied; the 
Episcoj.alians stand by the doctrine of 
baptismal regeneration, and he who 
questions it feels the thumbscrew; the 
Baptist s.\va; 'Beliovo in close com- 
munion as I do;' and the Presbyterian 
(.'hurch is against woman'tj jireaching 
and new styles of Christian work. I 
think that new modes of work maj- bo 
used; but 'On with tho thumbscrews!' 
is the cry. In all conference, associa- 
tions and Presbyteries are men who be- 
lieve in tho thumbscrew. 

"You say, 'I don't sec it,"' said tho 
Rev. Dr. Tahnage, looking at a man 
with a doubting face in a front seat. 
"Ah!" he shouted, "there's tho beauty 
of the thumbscrew — it is carried in the 
pocket. There are in some Presbyteries 
those who would, if they dared, do the 
works of Ilerod; who are full of 
ecclesiastical hatred, and who stir you 
uj) with pitchforks, (laughter.) 

"I'm not speaking of anyone in the 
Presbj'tery of Brooklyn," ha added, af- 
ter a deliberate pause which was filled 
with a smile that started on his lips 
and disappeared in his side whiskers. 
The congregation laughed. "I disclaim 
that idea," said the [ireacher, "I'm on 
general principle." (INloro laughter in 
tho pews. ) Dr. Talmage's voice did not 
"grate harsh thunder," but was oiled 
with humor as ho added; "There are 
young and old ministers held by ecclesi- 
astical authority in /•uToiriii — lhat'.s 
Latin. (Laughter.) I^linisters use 
Latin in the pulpit soiuotimos to show 
how much they know. Mini.sters thus 
may speak ex cathedra. (iMoro laugh- 
ter.) There are ecclesiastical inquisi- 
tors who say, 'Vote as I do, or be de- 
capitated.' If a minister's idiosyncrasies 
are not to the mind of theae inquisitors 
oft' goes his ecclesiastical he.'id,'' 
and Dr. Talmago made a sav- 
age cli[) at his own neck with the 
edge of his forefinger. "In the Metho- 
dist Church a man's opponents g(!t the 
Bishop to sit ilown on him. (Laugh- 
tci'.) The Congregational Church will 
call a council and will not invite hiin. 
(Laughter.) In the Presbyterian 
Church he is mashed between the Book 
of Discipline and the Westminster 
Catechi.sm. Thumbscrews 1 Tliumb- 
si-rews !" ?^liouted the prenclier, as ho 
sr.-'*' ' ■ iui Muo end of tlio stage to the 
oth.":'. "'i'iic lujman (Catholic ('huroli 
Um not a iiioiiopoly of oppvcssiun. 
Wlio burned Lhcijuakers ? Protestants. 
John Caivin sanctioned tho burning of 
the author of a book in his times be- 
cause Carvill's theologv difTered from 
that of the martyr." The preacher 
took a long lu'eath and shouted : -"I 
have waited for years for a uunister of 
an evangelical church to preach a ser- 
mon of emancipation. To-day, in the 
name of God, I sound tho knoll of ec- 
clesiastical tyranny, and I bid men of 
all denominations rejoice. Stand where 
you are ; don't cross o\'er to the Bap- 
tist if you're Presbyterian, or to the Meth- 
odist if you're Baptist. You'll find in- 
tolerance in every churcli. I stayeil in 
tho Presbyterian Church beeau.so, 
among other reasons, I have been re- 
ceiving letters from other miuistor.s 
saying, 'We are tired of espionage and 
of ecclesiastical intolerance and tyran 
ny ; tired of the overbearing of one- 
tenth of tho ministers agai:ibl the 
other nine-tenths. The nino-teuths uro 
binding together. We want a Stone- 
wall Jackson's march and a Sheridan's 
raid to brealc through this ecclesiasti- 
cal Popedom.' I am not so wuch op- 
])o.si'd to one Pope as 1 am to all of 
these little Popes. ( Laupliier, ) Hike 
neithei' the Baptist, Lutheran, Congre- 
gational, nor the Presbyterian Pope ; 
and in this country it takes less timber 
to make a Pope than in any other 
country in the woidd. (Roars of laugh- 
ter. ) Plain-spoken Christians are 
wanted, with no disposition to lord it 
over others. . Those who do are only 
trying to keep their own power ; but it 
is too late for them to try to roll tho 
wheel of jirogrcss backward." Hero 
the preacher rolled an imaginary wheal 
toward the liack of the platform. 

"The name of the Methodist Church 
was once in derision. In tho Astor 
Library are 707 books and pamphlets 
against Methodism. N'ow that Church 
stands either first or second in religious 
importance in this country. Ruther- 
ford B. Hayes is a ilethodist, his pre- 
decessor in oftice is a Methodist, some 
say that his successor will bo a Meth- 
odist." Laughter rippled over the 
pews, and in or two patches a faint ap- 
plause with the feet was heard.

.\ number of miners are now in town in- 
tending to proceed to tho Skaget gold 
mines by way of Fort Hope. Several of 
them arrived herefrom Seattle on Thurs- 
day last and from thom wo learn that tho 
Sourdough route is practically impassable. 
They state that it is altogether out of the 
question for a miner to think of attempt- 
ing to enter the mines from Seattle with 
more than 50 lbs. on his back, and even 
with that swag he will find the difficulties 
to bo encountered almost insuperable. 
For a distance of 40 miles up the Skaget 
tho canoeing is not only perilous but ex- 
pensive. Tho class of canoes used ia that 
known as tho "shovel nose. " These fra- 
gile craft are small, by no moans adapted 
to rapid water and cannot carry more 
than their Indian crow and two miners 
with their outfits. Wo hear that the 
price charged by tho Indians for, taking 
miners over this water stretch is $20 each,' 
Should tho miner bo fortunate enough to 
escape the perils by river lie will soon 
•ftorwards have to climb ii precipitous 
cliff, 200 feet in leuRth, with a yawning 
chasm on either side. This locality is 
known as "Alacauley's Long-step" and 
derives its appollation from tho fact that 
ft prospector named Macauley crossed it 
when tho Skaget excitement first broke 
out and found it so difficult and tedious to 
surmount that he reported its length to bo 
upwards of 700 feet. An accurate measure- 
ment, however, demonstrated tho fact 
that the ledge on tho clilYis only 200 feet 
loHg. A fabo step in traversing this 
diQicult pass would bo inevitably attended 
with fatal results. Messrs. Bruce and 
Noason aro amongst those who arrik-ed 
here on Thur.sday, having resolved to 
enter the mines by way of Fort Hope after 
hearing the discouraging reports concern- 
ing tho Mount Vernon and Sourdough 
route.
